The  original  grant,  awarded  in  2006,  supports  five  students  per  summer  and  this  second  grant, 
awarded  in  2007,  supports  three  additional  students  to  allow  our  program  to  train  eight  students 
each  year.  Although  this  award  wa  s  for  the  second  three  students  I  a  m  submitting  the  annual 
report  on  the  entire  summer  training  program  that  includ  es  both  of  the  grant  awards.  For  the

Recruitment  and  Admission: 

Brochures,  application  forms,  and  posters  were  designed  and  printed  and  sent  to  Dr. 
Swinton  at  Lincoln  and  one  of  the  faculty  me  ntors  PI  traveled  to  Li  ncoln  University  in 
February  2  009,  met  with  Dr.  Swi  nton,  Dr.  John  Chikwem,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Departments  of  Chemi  stry  and  Biology.  Pre  sentations  were  made  about  the  summer 
training  program  to  three  groups  of  students  at  the  beginning  of  their  classe  s.  Fourteen 
applications  were  received  and  reviewed  by  the  Admissions  Committee  whose  membership 
consisted  of  Dr.  Lubaroff,  Dr.  Heidger,  Dr.  Henry,  Dr.  Griffith,  and  Dr.  Swinton.  Ad  mission 
was  offered  to  a  total  of  eight  students  for  the  summer  of  2009.  At  the  last  moment,  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  the  2009  session,  one  student  had  to  drop  out  for  personal  reasons  (death 
in  the  family),  leaving  seven  students  supported  by  the  two  awards.

Advance  Preparation  and  Information  Distribution: 

Following  acceptance  of  the  students  into  the  program  we  assigned  each  student  a  mentor 
based  upon  his/her  ch  oices  listed  in  their  ap  plications.  Each  mentor  then  assigned  a 
member  of  the  lab  as  a  “big  brother/big  sister  ,”  a  person  that  partners  with  the  student 
during  the  8  week  su  mmer  session.  Them  entoralso  prepared  a  portfolio  of  articles 
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covering  the  area  of  research  the  st  udent  would  be  working  on,  including  published  papers 
by  the  mentor.  These  materials  were  sent  to  t  he  students  in  advance  of  their  arrival  at  the 
University  of  Iowa. 

A  six  week  course  on  Prostate  Cancer  was  organized  with  six  faculty  a  ssigned  to  deliver 
lectures.

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The  Summer  Program: 

A  welcoming  summer  picnic  was  held  on  the  day  of  the  student’s  a  rrival  in  Iowa  City  in 
conjunction  with  the  other  summer  programs  at  the  University  of  Iowa.  The  following  day 
the  student  s  wet  with  the  PI,  administrator,  mentors,  and  big  brothers/sister  s  for  an 
orientation  and  then  taken  to  the  la  boratory  of  their  mentors  to  begin  the  summer  research 
training  program. 

During  the  8  week  session  each  student  worked  diligently  with  his/her  mentor  a  nd  lab 
partner  on  the  assigned  research  project.  Each  student  had  an  independent  project.  They 
attended  seminars,  workshops,  lab  meetings,  journal  club  s  and  the  weekly  lecture  s  in  the 
program’s  prostate  cancer  course  (see  schedul  e  above).  During  the  seventh  week  the  PI 
met  individually  with  each  student  to  evaluate  his/her  summer  experience.  The  una  nimous 
opinion  was  that  the  program  was  a  success.  The  students  indicate  d  that  they  learned 
much  about  research,  about  prost  ate  cancer,  and  about  the  advant  ages  of  a  research 
career.  At  the  end  of  the  summer  session  each  student  presented  their  research  as  part  of 
a  poster  se  ssion  he  Id  during  an  a  fternoon  of  the  last  we  ek.  In  ad  dition  to  th  e  poster 
presentations  each  stud  ent  gave  an  oral  summary  of  their  research  project  to  the  mentors, 
big  brothers/sisters,  and  other  summer  students.  A  page  of  photographs  taken  during  the 
Iowa  poster  session  is  included  in  this  annual  report.  In  addition  to  the  mentoring  the 
students  received  from  their  research  lab  and  the  PI,  they  received  career  counseling.  We 
discussed  the  options  for  each  of  them  based  upon  their  experience  and  their  desire  for  the 
type  of  future  they  envis  ioned  for  themse  Ives.  Among  the  topics  discussed  was  graduate 
school  versus  medical  school,  their  ultimate  goals  of  research,  patient  care,  and/or  teaching. 

All  of  the  st  udents  attended  the  CIC  Conference  held  Ju  ly  25-27,  200  7  at  Michig  an  State 
University,  East  Lansin  g,  Ml.  Ea  ch  student  presented  a  poster  of  their  resear  ch  and 
participated  in  roundtable  discussio  ns  with  stud  ents  from  other  CIC-associated  institutions. 
Dr.  Heidger  accompanied  the  students  on  the  trip.  The  conf  erence  planned  for  the  summer 
of  2009  will  be  held  at,  July  24-26. 

Follow-Up: 

We  made  frequent  contact  with  all  of  the  students  after  their  departure  from  the  University  of 
Iowa.  The  mentors,  faculty  advisors  (Heidger  and  Swinton),  and  mentors,  all  had  contact 
with  the  students  since  the  end  of  the  2006  summer  session.  Man  y  of  the  ment  ors  were 
asked  to  write  letters  of  reference  for  the  studen  ts’  applications  to  grad  uate  schools.  The 
following  table  reports  on  the  current  status  of  the  2006,  2007,  and  2008  summer  students.

As  is  evident  from  the  table,  of  the  students  th  at  have  gra  duated  from  Lincoln,  te  n  of  the 
fourteen  (71%)  have  be  en  accepted  to  graduate  or  medical  schools.  This  is  an  e  xcellent 
statistic.  Of  the  students  still  enrolled  at  Lincoln  all  have  applied  for  other  summer  research 
programs  for  the  summer  of  2009. 

Key  Research  Accomplishments 

Each  of  the  students  w  orked  on  re  search  projects  that  we  re  part  of  an  overall  program  within 
the  laboratory  of  their  mentors.  As  such,  it  is  difficult  to  identify  key  research  accomplishments 
for  each  stu  dent  research  project.  Continuation  of  the  research  program  by  each  mentor  will 
certainly  produce  important  resear  ch  finding  s,  aided  in  p  art  by  the  summer  rese  arch  of  the 
Lincoln  University  students.  What  is  key  is  the  mentoring  and  counseling  of  the  students  to  aid 
in  their  future  as  scientists  in  the  area  of  prostate  cancer  research.  The  high  percentage  of  th  e 
students  that  are  graduate  programs  or  medical  schools  is  a  n  outstanding  accomplishment  a  s 
these  future  scientists  will  most  certainly  provide  key  research  accompl  ishments  in  the  years  to 
come. 

Reportable  Outcomes: 

Although  the  students  have  not  produced  any  publications  from  there  8  week  research  program, 
they  have  reported  their  findings  to  the  University  of  Iowa  faculty,  to  the  faculty  and  students  a  t 
Lincoln  University,  at  national  competition  s  and  conferences,  a  nd  the  2007  IMPaCT 
conference.. 
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Conclusion 


The  three  years  of  this  award  were  highly  su  ccessful  as  evidenced  by  the  amo  unt  of  work 
accomplished  by  each  student  and  by  their  motivation  to  continue  in  a  science  career.  The  PI 
applied,  and  received  funding,  for  a  second  HBCU  training  grant  that  will  enable  us  to  accep  t 
additional  students  for  the  next  3  years,  thus  increasing  the  number  of  African  American 
scientists  in  the  area  of  prostate  cancer.
